To  THE  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1 have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1960. 
This  report  is  compiled  on  similar  lines  to  last  year  to  comply  with  re- 
quirements of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Chapel-en-le-Frith  Rural  District  is  in  area  one  of  the  largest  rural 
districts  in  the  country,  much  of  which  forms  part  of  the  National  Park 
with  its  natural  mountain  and  moorland  features  of  very  great  beauty 
which  is  mainly  sparsely  inhabited  and  much  forms  part  too,  of  the  catch- 
ment area  for  the  Derwent  Valley  Water  Board. 

Figures  during  the  year  show  that  by  and  large  there  has  been  no 
significant  unemployment.  While  a large  part  of  the  population  are  con- 
nected with  agriculture,  a larger  proportion  find  their  employment  either 
in  the  quarries  in  the  West  and  Southern  parts  of  the  district  or  in  a large 
engineering  works  in  the  parish  of  Chapel-en-le-Frith.  In  addition  a 
certain  number  are  employed  in  small  concerns  mainly  undertaking 
specialist  work  for  the  cotton  industry,  while  the  remainder  of  the  popu- 
lation seek  employment  in  various  ways  in  the  conurbations  of  Manchester 
and  Sheffield. 

On  the  whole  the  general  health  of  the  population  during  the  year  has 
been  excellent,  which  the  closer  examination  of  the  vital  statistics,  based 
on  figures  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General,  mostly  bear  out.  The  esti- 
mated mid-year  population  is  virtually  static  showing  a marginal  decline 
of  80,  but  I feel  that  with  present  pressures  on  living  accommodation 
this  could  increase  quite  rapidly  in  the  forseeable  future.  The  adjusted 
Death  Rate  based  on  220  deaths  at  11.7  is  1.2  lower  than  last  year  and 
only  very  slightly  higher  than  the  national  average.  The  adjusted  Birth 
Rate  based  on  249  births  at  15.2  is  slightly  down  and  1.9  lower  than  the 
national  average  which  may  be  partly  due  to  the  fact  that  there  is  a not 
inconsiderable  waiting  list  for  Council  accommodation.  The  natural 
increase  of  births  over  deaths  is  thus  29.  The  various  figures  for  infant 
mortality  compare  favourably  with  the  national  average  and  this  year  are 
slightly  better  than  in  1959,  although  the  smallness  of  the  figures  make  it 
impossible  to  draw  firm  conclusions  in  any  one  year  and  an  extended 
table  is  again  included  covering  the  preceding  five  years.  In  considering 
the  causes  of  death  one  notes  that  out  of  the  249  which  have  occurred, 
77  were  due  to  some  form  of  heart  disease  and  of  these,  coronary  throm- 
bosis accounts  for  36 — 24  in  males.  In  the  present  state  of  our  knowledge 
one  can  only  reiterate  the  advice,  especially  directed  to  those  in  sedentary 
occupations,  to  exercise  moderation  in  their  diet  together  with  some  form 
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of  daily  exercise.  Vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  at  39  for  this 
year  has  been  overhauled  by  deaths  from  malignant  diseases,  which  at  40 
is  3 less  than  in  1959,  and  of  these  1 1 or  27.5  % were  due  to  cancer  of  the 
lung.  This  disease  must  now  be  definitely  regarded  as  largely  preventable, 
in  as  much  as  there  is  now  no  room  for  doubt  that  cigarette  smoking  is  the 
all  important  factor  in  “triggering  olf”  the  cancer  mechanism.  Every 
effort  is  being  made  at  present,  in  the  district,  to  ensure  that  the  relation- 
ship between  cigarette  smoking  and  lung  cancer  is  being  brought  to  the 
notice  of  the  younger  generation  in  the  schools  by  means  of  individual 
talks  illustrated  by  filmstrips.  Motor  vehicle  accidents,  I am  glad  to  say, 
accounted  for  only  one  death.  In  contrast  to  this,  all  other  accidents  last 
year  accounted  for  6 and  I feel  that  in  future  we  must  do  more  in  the  dis- 
trict to  bring  the  facts  with  regard  to  the  causation  of  home  accidents,  to 
the  knowledge  of  all  concerned,  and  we  must  continue  to  exercise  vigilance 
over  the  design  of  new  housing  construction  with  special  reference  to  the 
safety  factors  in  the  design  of  old  people’s  bungalows. 

Infectious  disease  during  the  year  was  minimal  and  there  were  no 
deaths  from  any  such  cause,  apart  from  2 deaths  due  to  pulmonary 
tuberculosis,  a disease,  which  on  the  whole  is  on  the  decline,  but  which  is 
not  yet  by  any  means  eliminated,  however,  I am  glad  to  say  that  I under- 
stand the  number  of  children  coming  forward  for  B.C.G.  vaccination  is 
on  the  increase.  Diphtheria  notifications  for  the  twelfth  successive  year 
were  nil,  but  occurrences  in  adjacent  parts  of  the  country  should  remind  us 
that  constant  efforts  must  be  maintained  to  ensure  that  as  many  children 
as  possible  are  protected  by  immunisation  against  this  disease  and  that 
the  necessity  for  a booster  dose  is  not  overlooked.  Figures  for  immunisa- 
ton  under  one  year — 1 12 — can  hardly  be  considered  to  be  satisfactory  in 
rielation  to  the  249  births  during  this  period. 

Housing  conditions  on  the  whole  are  fairly  good,  although  there 
are  a considerable  number  of  properties  in  excess  of  seventy  or  eighty 
years  old,  which  unless  modernised  by  the  use  of  Improvement  Grants, 
will  inevitably  become  candidates  for  Slum  Clearance  in  the  forseeable 
future  since  they  do  not  provide  for  the  amenities  and  living  standards 
which  one  has  come  to  expect  and  demand  at  the  present  time;  in  particu- 
lar I feel  that  the  single  outside  toilet  in  this  type  of  climate  is  a complete 
anachronism. 

During  the  year  further  headway  has  been  made  in  sewering  the  few 
remaining  parts  of  the  district  without  this  amenity. 

Water  supply  generally  is  satisfactory,  although  there  are  still  a few 
isolated  pockets  which  remain  to  be  provided  for  and  they  must  await 
the  necessary  increase  in  bulk  supplies  which  can  only  be  forthcoming 
when  the  proposed  water  board  takes  over  the  responsibility  for  the 
service.  The  aim,  however,  must  be  to  continue  to  ensure  that  as  far  as 
possible  all  hereditaments  are  supplied  with  a piped  water  supply.  At 
first  sight  it  might  seem  unreasonable  to  press  for  this  in  some  of  the  more 
isolated  farm  houses,  but  if  an  adequate  and  wholesome  water  supply 
together  with  power  is  not  forthcoming  many  of  these  premises  will 
become  derelict,  since  the  modern  farmer’s  wife  will  not  tolerate  living 
conditions  and  amenities  at  an  appreciably  lower  level  than  those  of  her 
sisters  in  the  villages. 
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During  the  year,  courses  for  food  handlers  with  the  co-operation  of 
the  College  of  Further  Education,  Buxton,  were  started  and  it  is  hoped  that 
similar  courses  will  be  organised  from  lime  to  time  in  the  future,  when  it 
is  hoped  that  more  members  of  the  food  trade  in  the  Rural  District  will 
find  it  convenient  to  attend.  In  the  main,  however,  efforts  to  improve 
food  hygiene  were  undertaken  by  way  of  individual  talks  and  instruction 
during  the  course  of  food  inspections. 

Although  no  notified  case  of  food  poisoning  occurred  during  the 
year,  milk  distributed  from  a dairy  in  the  district  was  responsible  for  a 
small  outbreak  of  staphylococcal  food  poisoning  in  an  adjacent  area  and 
investigations  revealed  that  there  had  been  laxity  in  the  milk  cooling 
procedure;  this,  together  with  the  fact  that  a high  percentage  of  the  cattle 
in  the  herd  were  infected  with  staphylococci  was  directly  responsible  for 
the  incident.  Subsequent  investigations  revealed  that  carelessness  in 
cooling  procedure  would  appear  to  be  fairly  widespread  and  that  local 
milk  herds  too,  have  a high  incidence  of  infection  with  staphylococci. 
I would  advise  parents  very  strongly  to  obtain  where  possible  pasteurised 
rather  than  raw  milk  for  consumption  by  their  children. 

In  concluding  this  report  I should  like  to  thank  all  members  of  the 
Council  and  their  Officers  who  have  shown  me  so  much  kindness  during  a 
busy  year.  In  particular,  I should  like  to  pay  tribute  to  Mr.  Colston  and 
his  staff  for  the  very  valuable  help  and  co-operation  which  has  been  given 
throughout  the  year  and  for  his  very  great  assistance  in  compiling  the 
Sanitary  component  of  this  report.

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  parishes  of  Chapel-en-le-Frith  (including  Dove  Holes),  Chinley, 
Hayfield,  Charlesworth,  Castleton,  Hope,  Bamford,  Edale  and  the  ham- 
lets of  Simmondley  and  Barber  Booth  are  provided  with  sewerage  schemes. 

During  the  year  work  has  commenced  on  the  Peak  Dale  sewerage 
and  sewage  works  scheme  and  the  enlargement  of  Hope  sewage  works  to 
receive  Castleton  drainage.  When  the  above  schemes  have  been  completed 
the  arrangements  for  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  will  be  reasonably 
adequate. 

In  Charlesworth  and  Chisworth,  152  sewer  connections  have  been 
made  during  the  year  making  a total  of  253  out  of  a possible  365  since 
completion  of  the  public  sewerage  scheme.  This  progress  is  markedly 
satisfactory. 

Seven  further  sewer  connections  have  been  made  to  the  Cockyard 
scheme.

Refuse  Collection. 

Refuse  from  most  premises  in  the  Rural  District  is  collected  once 
weekly  and  disposed  of  at  strategic  disposal  points.  The  bonus  scheme 
introduced  last  year  has  again  achieved  highly  satisfactory  results 
during  the  year.  As  a result,  very  regular  removal  of  refuse  from  premises 
is  the  rule  and  time  lost  is  reduced  to  a minimum  thus  showing  the  value 
of  work  study  as  applied  to  refuse  collection. 

Statutory  Notices. 

Four  Statutory  Notices  were  served  under  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1936.  All  were  complied  with  during  the  year. 

Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  1960. 

The  above  Act  came  into  operation  on  the  29th  August,  1960.  The 
most  urgent  action  falling  on  local  authorities  has  been  in  connection 
with  existing  sites. 

There  were  49  caravan  sites  at  the  31st  December,  1960,  containing 
176  caravans.  In  all  cases  applicants  agreed  to  an  extension  of  time  from 
two  months  to  six  months  for  the  granting  of  a licence  to  enable  a com- 
mon policy  to  be  agreed  with  neighbouring  Authorities,  and  standard 
licence  conditions  have  now  emerged  in  respect  of  the  following  categories: 

1.  Individual  caravans  1 For  week-end. 

2!  Caravan  sites  containing  2 — 5 vans  [ and 

3.  Caravan  sites  containing  5 — 10  vans  f holiday  use 

4.  Caravan  sites  containing  over  10  vans  j only. 

5!  Individual  caravans— for  permanent  occupation. 
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Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

By  the  co-operation  of  a neighbouring  Authority  the  services  of  a 
rodent  operative  are  used  part  time  to  treat  all  infestations  in  the  area. 
The  sewers  have  been  treated  twice  during  the  year. 

In  a total  of  961  properties  inspected  during  the  year  66  treatments 
were  made  by  the  operative,  a charge  being  made  for  the  service  at  all 
trade  premises. 


Swimming  Pools. 

There  were  two  privately  owned  swimming  pools  open  to  the  general 
public  last  summer,  one  at  Park  Hall,  Hayfield,  the  other  at  the  Rising 
Sun  Hotel,  Bamford. 

The  Hayfield  pool  is  fitted  with  water  from  a moorland  stream. 
Treatment  is  by  slow  sand  filter  and  injection  of  chlorine  gas,  the  water 
being  changed  once  every  two  weeks. 

The  Bamford  pool  is  filled  from  a private  spring  supply  and  treatment 
is  by  a Bells  plant,  including  pressure  filter  and  injection  of  chlorine 
gas. 

Both  pools  were  sampled  during  the  season  and  all  samples  taken 
from  both  inlet  and  outlet  ends  were  satisfactory. 

Petroleum  (Consolidated)  Act,  1928. 

Routine  work  of  inspection  of  installations  has  continued  during  the 
year.  Twenty-eight  tanks  have  been  pressure  tested  of  which  seven  failed 
to  hold  the  pressure,  in  these  cases  new  tanks  have  or  are  about  to  be 
installed. 

Clean  Air  Act,  1956. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  most  of  the  industrial  premises  now  have 
plant  capable  of  compliance  with  the  Act  and  no  complaints  were  received 
during  the  year  in  respect  of  premises  to  which  the  provisions  of  the  Act 
applies. 

One  application  was  received  for  prior  approval  under  Section  3, 
which  was  granted. 

Meetings  have  taken  place  during  the  year  with  representatives  of  the 
Alkali  Inspectorate  with  regard  to  nuisances  arising  from  smoke  and 
dust  from  quarry  and  lime  works  and  it  is  known  that  a great  deal  of 
thought  is  being  brought  to  bear  on  research  into  the  problems  involved. 
At  present  there  is  no  practicable  short  term  answer.

(D)  Slaughter  of  Animals  Acts  and  Regulations. 

There  are  29  licensed  slaughter-men  operating  in  the  Rural  District. 

Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958. 

The  Statutory  Report  under  the  above  Act,  dated  7th  October,  1960, 
was  duly  submitted  to  the  Minister  for  approval. 

The  owner  of  one  slaughterhouse  intimated  that  he  did  not  intend  to 
carry  out  works  to  bring  his  premises  to  the  required  standard,  whilst 
the  owner  of  another  requires  it  only  for  the  slaughter  of  calves,  sheep  and 
pigs.  It  seems  doubtful  at  the  time  of  writing  whether  these  premises  will, 
in  fact,  be  improved  to  comply  with  the  Regulations. 

An  outstanding  planning  appeal  for  a slaughterhouse  for  a private 
butcher  at  Chapel-en-le-Frith  has  been  upheld  and  at  present  there  are  no 
further  developments. 
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It  is  satisfactory  to  record  year  by  year  a 100%  inspection  of  carcases 
which  requires  early  morning  and  evening  inspections  and  often  Sunday 
and  holiday  work.  The  point  is  mentioned  only  to  emphasise  the  manner 
of  the  discharge  of  these  most  important  duties  at  what  must  be  to  the 
considerable  inconvenience  of  the  inspecting  officers  often  outside  normal 
hours  of  duty.

Standard  of  Inspection. 

It  is  possible  to  inspect  only  a minute  percentage  of  broilers  compared 
with  the  standard  of  100%  inspection  of  red  meat  and  this  proportional 
inspection  is  secured  by  making  three  visits  per  week.  Rejection  certi- 
ficates are  given  for  unfit  carcases  inspected  on  the  day  of  rejection  and 
an  arrangement  exists  with  the  proprietor  to  exclude  and  retain  for 
examination  suspect  birds. 

With  regard  to  this  industry  which  is  still  a growing  one  in  this 
country  generally,  it  is  obvious  that  with  the  increasing  extent  of  mass 
production  methods  that  there  is  a certain  risk  of  the  occurrence  of  cross 
infection  and  it  is  important  that  great  care  should  be  taken  to  ensure 
that  as  far  as  possible  techniques  and  appliances  are  entirely  satisfactory. 
It  may  be  that  the  intelligent  use  of  chlorination  will  offer  the  most 
profitable  line  of  approach  in  limiting  cross  infection  risks,  but  it  is  known 
that  the  Ministry  are  giving  all  these  matters  a great  deal  of  thought  at 
the  present  time  and  the  outcome  of  their  deliberations  are  awaited  with 
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considerable  interest.  The  Packing  station  situated  in  this  district  is 
unfortunately  not  purpose  built,  having  been  opened  in  a disused  mill 
and  suffers  from  inherent  difficulties  as  a consequence. 

Difficulties,  too,  have  been  experienced  in  disposing  of  trade  waste, 
and  also  with  drainage  to  the  already  heavily  polluted  adjacent  river.
